Chairman Concurs. 


The President (Mr, G, R, Sayer) 
said that while concurring, that a 
change was necessary, he was not 
of the devoted work 
done by a past) member of the 
Board in attacking .smatl-pox. 
Tho original resolution, he sald, 
was passed by a unanimous vote 
and the M. O, HL, at the time, gave 
adhesion in the following terms: 
“T agree that the riaka run’ dre 
counterbalanced by the decrease 
in dumping; the prevention of con- 
cealment of cases and the number. 
of vaccination contacts," 

Mr. Sayer continued that the 
M0. now withdrew hia-consent 
and told them that once small-pox 
appeared in the community, it was 
essential for effective control that 
his legal powers of isolation 
should not be restricted, He add- 
ed that in the faee of Dr. Pope's 
expert technical advice he thought 
the Board would hesitate long be- 
fore going against.the resolution, 

After stating

any way, decrensed.. It had main- 
tained a high level and he was of 
opinion that no matter what laws 
were brought In, dumping would 
remain with a populaiton like that 
of Hongkong.

Dr. Koch continued thit there 
might be an objection to obeying 
the new resolution, by saying that 
they were harming or frightening 
the poorer pcople, or interfering 
with their customs.

tniner, and the only thing that is 
hesutiful is what it containg, whe. 
ther it be golden yellow or ruby red.

As to the choice of wines and their

Whilst most observers will be tn- 
clined to agree with Mr. Wedgwood 
Benn that it is as yet too early 
to appraise the effect in India of 
the Round Table Conference de- 
Hberations and of the unconditional 
release of Congress Jeaders, we can- 
not but feel that the utterances 
made by Gandhi sirice his frecdom 
has been restored are not parti- 
cularly promising. It would ap- 
pear that Gandhi insists on the re- 
lease of all political prisoners, on 
a continuation of picketing, on the 
withdrawal of all repressive mea- 
stres, and on the authorities ignor- 
ine breaches of the salt 
These are sweeping — demitnds, 
especially as they are lafd down 2s 
preliminary to 


laws. 


being on. necessary 
the opening of peace negotiations. 
It ia conceivable that some of the 
points might be conceded if there 
were a quid pro quo offered by the 
Consress lenders in the direction 
of ealling off the civil disobedience 
campaign. But the ‘present at- 
titude of Gandhi and his colleagues 
ix that all the concessions muat be 
made by one side, It is clear that 
no progress towards a settlement 
of outstanding issues can be made 
so long as this spirit: prevails, 

Of all the statements which 
Gandhi hag mude since his release 
none is so surprising as that in 
which he is quoted a5 saying that 
the Nationalist movement has s0 
affected the minds of the masses 
that, their leaders are-unable to 
dictate any course of action. This, 
in effect, if an admission.of help- 
lessness, equivalent to. a confession 
that the Congréss lenders have set 
forces in: motion which they are un- 
nble to control. We could imagine 
this to be the case -were any other 
mun than Gandhi at the head of 
the Congress movement, but the re- 
murkable personality of ‘the man, 
the veneration In which he Is. held 
by the masses, and the firm hold 
which he obviously has over them, 
support the view that if-he spoke 
the word, he could call: off civil 
disobedience, to-morrow. It has 
deen well remarked that if Gandhi 
chooses: for co-operation with the 


British Government, plong tho lines 
Infd down by the Round Table Con- 
ferenco,-he will bring peace and in- 
creasing powers of self-government 
to India’s millions, but {f, on the 
other hand, lie elects to continue 
the non-co-operation movement, 
Indin will continue to flounder in 
Political, social ‘and religiou; un- 
certainty. An idealist, Gandhi hos 
to choose between the idealistic con- 
ception of absolute national liberty 
and a compromise with practicality. 
It has been suggested that “the 
hopeless division of India over re- 
ligion, and the ignorance of her 
masses, may turn Gandhi against 
his normal 
the  Lendon 
gramme." 
soning which appears somewhat 
confused and unconvincing. It 
suggests that, though favourable 
to-the plan worked out at the Round 
Table Conference, he would trade 
on ignorance and religious dif-

thing is certain—Britain has. gone 
to the limit in making concessions 
a8 a preliminary to eventual agree- 
ment.

Death Duties. 


Stréngly as we feel regarding the 
Estate Duty anomalies to which we 
drew attention yesterday, we also 
desire to be strictly fair to the Gov- 
ernment. A scrutiny of the old and 
new schedules reveals minor con- 
cexsions as well as increases. Under 
the old scale, estates between $1,000 
and $5,000 were required to con- 
tribute 2 per cent. to the Treasury. 
A substanthal relief to these small 
estates is afforded by providing for 
a one per cent. payment up to 
$5,000. It is also quite clear that 
this concession represents the only 
change decided upon as affecting 
estates up to $26,000. In addition, 
provision is made in the ordinance 
whereby estates which just pasa 2 
certain seale muy by surrendering 
the surplis, rank for duty under the 
scale below. This is all well and 
ggod, and it would scem to show 
that the Government sas forced 
to recognise that the part of Shy- 
lock can very well be overdone. We 
would submit, “however, that the 
fact that estates between $10,000 
and $25,000 have always been re- 
quired to pay the high rate of three 
per cent, placing them on exactly

DELEGATE'S REMARKS.

: General Moh Teh-hul, chief 
Chinese delegate attendine the 
Russo-Chinese: Conference at: Mos- 
cow, arrived nt Nanking this morn- 
ing and interviewed President 
Chiang Kai-shek. when he submit- 
ted n full report on his) work in 
Russia. General Moh intends te 
stay here a couple of weeks before 
returning to Russia. Mr. C.F. 
Wang, the Nanking Minister of 
Forcign Afaira, left Ningpo this 
afternoon for Nanking to meet Gen- 
eral Moh, 

Interviewed, General Moh siiid 
that during his cight months’ stay 
at Moscow, he had two official con- 
ferences and several dnofficial con- 
ferences with the Russian delegates 
who pald more attention to the de- 
mand for immediate resumption of 
commercial and political relations 
with Chinn than to the settlement 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway dia- 
pute, 

Gencral Moh said he would securo 
advice from President Chiang 
Kai-shek and Mr. C. T. Wang on the 
advisability of consenting to the 
Russian request for the resumption 
of relations. The Chinese plenipo- 
tentiary admitted that the Russian 
Government was prepared to permit 
Nanking to buy out the Russinn in- 
terests in the Chinese Eastern Rnil- 
way and he will consult the Nan- 
king officials on the terms govern- 
ing the suggested relinquishment. 


Railway Retrenchment. 


According: to information given 
by secretaries of General Moh Teh- 
hui, the management of the Chincse 
Enatern Rallway will begin to adopt 
new measures from February 16th, 
using both the Chinese and Russian 
languages fn book-keeping and other 
documents pertaining to the run-

LABOUR -M.P. ADDRESSES 
ROTARY CLUB. 


MEANING OF WEALTH. 


A powerful address on indus- 
trial conditions, and the neceasity 
of Inbour and trade organisations 
for the purpose of compelling bad 
employers to treat their work- 
Peoplo fairly, was delivered by 
Mr. Jumes Bell, a member of the 
British Economic Mission now in 
Hongkong, nt the Rotary Club 
tiMn yesterday, under the chnair- 
manship of Sir WilHam Hornell.

In welcoming tho ‘gucats, the 
Chairman anid that Sir Ernest 
Thompson, Chairman of the Mis- 
sfon, was under tho doctor's caro 
and he had expressed his rogret that 
he was unable to‘attend in con- 
sequence. In introducing Mr. Bell, 
tho chairman said that he was MP. 
for the Ormskirk Division of Lan. 
cashire. | 

Mr. Bell said in part: 

I venture to say that you would 
find it impossible in any country in 
the world to carry on your industry 

thout some form of labour or- 
ganisation. Both in England and 
ever since I camo out to the Far 
East I havo been trying to Point 
out that those who are engnged in 
industry and who want to do what 
4s right, and who want to do what 
fe the fair thing by their «work 
people, are only able to do what is 
right and only able to givo their 
work people na fair deal when there 
aro labour organisations of auf. 
fictent strength to make thoac who 
did not want to do these things do 
them in spite of their not wanting 
to do them. 

Some of my friends, who are on 
the, Economic Mission, are em- 
ployers of Inbour, and they may 
want, and I know they do want, to 
pay their employees decent wages. 
They do not want to work them too 
long hours. They want to give 
them the best of conditions while 
they are ‘working. They want to 
do those things but these good om- 
ployers, after all, cannot set the 
standard for industry. Whether 
you call them Jabour organisations 
or trade unjons, call them whatever 
you like, it would be impossible for 
the good employer to exist in In- 
gustry unless you had some form 
of labour organisation. If I wera 
to givé the illustration of what I 
mean, and fn order not to offend 
the chairman, I would call him the 
good employer and I would call my- 
self tho bad employer, 

Without Unions. ~°~-~--~>~ 

Take away your trade union or- 
ganisations, and leave the employers 
to treat their workpeople just as 


the employers would like to treat’ 


them, then “what becomes of the 
good employer and the bad em- 
ployer. If I am the bad employer 
and work my people for 12 hours a 
day, and I could if Parliament did 
not interfere, and if there were no 
trade union organisations to pre- 
vent me;-and your Chairman wants 
to be a good employer, that is, he 
works his workpeople eight hours 
a day and pays them good wages, 
and I pay my workpeople the lowest 
possible wages, who is going to get 
the business? Not your good em- 
ployer. I should go into the market 
as the bad employer and beat him 
every day in the week, and I should 
take all the business, and your good 
employer would have to come down 
to my standard, and, therefore, 
your bad employer would set the 
standard in your industry. Your 
labour organisation and’ trade 
union organisation, endenvours' to 
organise the workpeople. What 
for? Not because we want strikes, 
Not. because wo want disputes, but 
because we want to have the power 
to make the bad employer do what 
the good employer wants to. do. 
That is the aim of practically ali 
our labour organisations in indus- 
try. F 

While I know that sometimes 
men take extreme views and we get 
extremists amongst our. trado 
unions and in-our Jabour organisa- 
tions, I am not going. to condemn 
cithvy trado. unions or labour or- 
ganisations merely - 
times wo get extremists vofcing 
their opinions inside our movement, 
Labour organisations: ara.not tho 
only organisations whore extremists: 
aro allowed to alr their views, 1; 
do not want you to condemn a move-' 
mont that has done more to raise 
tho standard of Iife for the workers 
of the world, than any other move- 
ment in industry. Sede Fie 

Do’ not condemn our inbour or- 
ganizations merely becauso some 
extreme men uso extreme words, 
but give us the credit that wo are 
anxious to givo'the employers who 
want to do tho fair thing n chance 
to do what they want to do. Do 
not forget that wherevor industry 
is golng on it Is not good for any 
nation if it fs only going to use it

But I still 
adhere to the view expressed in 
the memorandum, and referred to 
in paragraph 68 of the report, 
thnt a house-to-house virit or 9 
house-to-houre inquisition, is 4 
polley which should not ‘bo 
countenanced, 


Chinese Practice. 


4.--As T have agreed with the 
conclusion of the Hon, the 
Director of Medical and Sanitary 
Services that the trial of | home 
treatment has failed. in its objects, 
1am prepared to follow out the 
logical consequences of this view 
by concurring in the — recom 
mendatlon for the resvission of 
the Resolution by the’ Board. 
But there are certain matters 
which may arise as the result of 
such tesclasion on which I desire 
to make myself quite clear. To 
begin with, there fs the quéstion 
of the adequacy of hospital 
accommodation elsewhere. On 
this point I understand the Hon. 
the Director of Medical and 
Sanitary Services is quite 
satisfied, But the next important 
polnt is the freedom of choice on 
the part of the patient as to the 
kind of treatment he is to have 
in the Isolation Hospital, On 
this point my views ure emphatic, 
Although I personally am a great 
believer in the efficacy of Western 
medical science, I for one am not 
prepared to deny to those who 
prefer Chinese treatment the 
right of having such treatment. 
! know as na fact that many 
Chinese regard the Western 
method of treatment of small-pox 
Cinvolving the, washing of — the 
patient) ns being fatal to re 
covery, and 1 feel: strongly that 
Chinese should he entitled — to 
enjoy their national method of 
treatment unmolested. Morcover, 
Iam not very clear in my own 
mind as to whether the Hon. the 
Director of Medical and Sanitary 
Services would have any medical 
objection to home treatment if 
the heme is not a tenement house 
with the undesirable results. men- 
tioned in paragraph -70 of the 
report. I gather that the Hon. 
the Director of Medient and 
Sanitary Services has none, : pro- 
vided that the Medical Officer of 
Health considers that the case 
is one which is capable of being 
properly isolated, and without 
any danger to fhe Public. 

My understanding of this matter 
fs that the rescission of tha re- 
solution merely restores the 
status quo and in no way “pre- 
judices the consideration of the 
subjects referred to when | they 
arise for consideration.” 


Bows to Experts. 


In matters of public health I 
feel that, as a Jayman, I must 
naturally give due welght to the 
opinions of such experts. in 
public health as the Hon. the 
Director of Medical and Sanitary 
Services nnd the Medical Officer 
of Health. Apparently the  re- 
solution af the 16th October, 1918 
was: introduced on the advice of 
the then Medical Officer of 
Health; tho facts set out in the 
sub-committee’s report show that 
in point of fact the resolution has 
not achieved the success then 
anticipated In reducing the dump- 
Ing of the dead bodies. -As you, 
Sir, lucidly pojnted | out In one 
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REPAIRING 


of your Minutes, the primary 
object of this ‘Board is concerned, 
with the prevention of disease. | 
As the present experts on public 
health adviso that tho resolution 
in dotrimental to public ‘health, 
and as it has In fact failed in tho 
object for which it was original- 
ly passed, | must record my vota 
in support of the motion proposed 
by the Medical Oilicer of Health. 


Chinese Rights..  _ 


I should, however, like to 
emphasize one point to which I 
referred fn my remarks annexed 
to the roport, I am satisfled that 
there are thousands of Chincso 
who regard the Westorn method 
of trentment of small-pox ns being 
fatal to recovery, and to the bost 
of my ability I shall press for the 
recognition of their right to be 
treated in tho way they think 
best. The power of removal of 
infected persons is contained in 
section 87 of tho Public Health 
and Buildings Ordinance 1903, 
which reads as follows: 

“27. Where any person is 
suffering from plague, cholera, 
small-pox, or any other contagious 
or infections disease, and is 
without proper lodging oF accom- 
modation, or is lodged, in ao 
domestic bulldingy occupied by 
more than one family, or is on 
board any ship or vessel, a 
majrjstrate may, on the certificate 
of any medical practitioner, order 
the removal of such person to 
such suitable hospital or other 
Uke place as may be provided for 
the purpose.” 

The piace in which Chinese 
suffering from Small-pox can now 
be treated recording to Chinese 
medical practice is the Tung Wah 
Small-pox Hospital. I shall cer- 
tainly press for the right of 
Chinese to be treated in an 
Institution of that kind, where 
Chinese medical treatment enn be 
given without molestation. 

Mr. Lo said he wished to make 
it plain that he did not support 
all Dr, Pope's remarks, although 
he supported the resolution itself, 
because the point he was making 
was that Chinese should be given 
the opportunity of selecting elther 
Western or Chinese methods for 
treating the disease. 

Dr. Pope remarked that he was 
not condemning Chinese treatment, 
and the President pointed out 
that the M.O.H. would be satisfied 
with the rescission of the resolu- 
tion, ag the question of treatment 
was not under discussion. 


THE CHINESE CASE. 


Attempt to Enforce | Isolation 
Described As Brutal. 


Mr. Wong | Kwongetin  snid: 
“The attempt of the M.O.H. to re- 
seind the concessions granted by 
the Resolution of October 15,1918, 
will bo viewed with the greatest 
concern by a vast majority of the 
Chinese community, on whore be- 
half I can claim to apesk. ‘To the 
average Chinese, condemnation to 
be, compulsorily isolated has the 
same tone as a rentence to impri- 
sonment and to him has the same 
harrors. Hospitals, particularly 
isolation hospitals in this part of 
the world, are not what they might 
be, and until what I might term the 
hospital habit has fastened itself 
on the Chinese people, any attempt 
to enforce isolation is, in my 
opinion, brutal. If the habit of 
going to hospital is to be foste: 

a habit which I gather the medic 
authorities are anxious to’ en- 
cournge, the only means is by 
gradual conxing. Thrents of com- 
pulsory isolation will have an op- 
posite effect. Even if the ameni- 
tles obtainable in hospitals were 
sometimes superior to those en- 
joyed by some patients at home, 
yet it must be remembered that 
“however humble there is no place 
like home." The home to the Chi- 
nese means a grent deal and it is 
this fondness of home and not 
superstition, as hag been alleged, 
which has prompted many of them 
to come forward and urge that the 
present system of receiving treat- 
ment at home be allowed to con- 
tinue. 


“Will it Work in Practice?” 


“Jt seems to me that, the ques- 
tlon,.of receiving trentment at home 
has only arisen, because: the 
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MO.H., in sooking ways and means 
for preventing the dumping of 
dead bodies, particularly those 
dend of small-pox—-the ren! pro- 
diem at Iansue—thinks that the 
remedy {sg to be found in enforcing 
compulsory isolation. Supposing 
the M.O.H, regains his power to 
order any small-pox cnse to hos- 
pital, how will it work out in prac- 
tice? He has first to catch his 
xmall-pox case. Does he think 
that the cnse will ibe notified so 
that it may . be sent to hospital? 
Would it not rather result in still 
fower notifications, tho paucity of 
which he alrondy bemoans? 

“Perhaps he will 
house-to-house visit with a 
party of small-pox detectives; 
but after having discovered 
the culprit can he not write 
“Unclean” on his front door 
and thus produce the .desired 
effect? 

“Again, ] would submit that in 
matters of public‘health it is not 
so much the problem of curing: a 
disense after it has manifested it- 
self that ought to be given Impor- 
tunce; but the problem of prevent- 
ing altogether the occurrence of 
any such disease, 


Compulsory Vaccination. 


“So in our attitude tuwards 
small-pox, the problem of eradicn- 
tion should receive a, place more 
important (han that of cure, hence 
compulsory vaceination and not 
compulsory isolation should’ re- 
ceive first consideration. 

“Ll do not know whether authori- 
ties on Western medicine arc al 
ane regarding the nature of small. 
pox, but it is clear that there is a 
considerable difference of opinion 
between the Chinese doctor nnd 
his Western | or Western-trained 
confrere. The Chinese’ doctor 
does not regard the malady in.such 
n dangerous light. With his bit- 
ter potions, often admittedly in- 
effective, he has managed with ap- 
preciable success in small-pox 
enses to bring about cure. vif 
eompulaory Isolation were to be re- 
sorted to, would not this channel 
of possible cure be closed to suf- 
ferers? 

“To come to the matter of dump- 
ing, I do not believe that the .Chi- 
nese with oll thelr reverence for 
the dend and their respect for 
their forbears would for & moment 
countenance the throwing of dead 
bodies in atrects, if it were not for 
the fact that dire consequences 
would result to the inmates of a 
house, one of whose number hna 
been found dead of small-pox. If 
there were no consequences com- 
Ing to these inmates, or if these 
consequences would only take on 
a milder form, I can assure the 
Bourd that cases of dumping would 
be few and far between. T refer 
to the manner in which disinfec- 
tion is now carried out.~ 1 would 
urge the Sanitary Authorities to 
take the greatest cnre possible of 
property with which they have 
been. entrusted and to pay due re- 
gard to the convenience of occup- 
ants. Fowilf not go into detafl 
of what very often happens; but 
it suffices me to say that far great- 
er contentment will result and in 
notifying cases more alacrity will 
be shown.” 


Reservations in Committee. 


Mr. Wong then drew attention 
to the reservations he made to the 
report of the Committce, those ob- 
servations being as follows: 

“] wish to join in expressing 
thanks to the Hon. Director of 
Medical and Sanitary Services for 
the very arduous work he has done. 
I have three points to make, 

“(1) The Chinese believe that 
amall-pox can be cured by her- 
balists, a belief not unsubstantiat. 
ed by fact. I venture to suggest 
that home treatment be allowed to 
continue with the imposition of

henyy fines for concenIment. If 
the resolution of 1918 be rescind- 
ed, E doubt whether there will be 
enough room to cope with the re- 
quirements, as there aresonly two 
hospitals for infectious diseases— 
the Government Infectious Dis- 
cases Hospitul with 26 beds and 
the Tung Wah with 60 beds. [ un. 
derstand that typhoid, diphtheria 
and other highly infectious cnsen 
are allowed to be treated in hos- 
pitals other than Infectious Dis- 
cases Hospitals. ‘ 


Dumping Dend Bodies. 


“(2) With reference to para- 
graphs 6, 9, 10 and 11 of tho In- 
troduction of the Report re “Dump- 
ing of the dend” these aro quota- 
tions from old books and I am In- 
clined to think that conditions 
have changed. 1 may point out 
that since the entablishment in 
Canton, 36 yeara ago, of the Fong 
Pin Hospital which admitted all 
enses whether alive or dead, dump- 
ing other than in cases of foul 
play, has been most rare. Before 
that period, it had been the prac- 
tice for shop-keepers, in order to 
avoid implication in Jaw suits or 
nctanl charge of crime, to remove 
any corpse they found near their 
place of business to Ko Kong 
(High Mount) for inspection by 
the Ti Po whose duty it was to 
make investigations and to declare 
the cause of death, 

“sipee the founding of the Tuny: 
Wah HWespital and prior to the 
plague oof T804; there had been 
very few cases of dumping, Bodies 
found in the streets were mostly 
these of mendicants and stfll-born 
children. (If Lo remember rightly, 
during the epidemics of 1894. dis- 
infection was carried out in a 
somewhat ruthless manner, Cubi- 
elev and furniture were removed 
and turnt without regard to their 
value or cost to their owners, 
The impression was given that the 
discovery of any case of plague 
meant wholesale destruction, heare 
the number of dumping cases in- 
cressed, 


Street: Preacher Wanted. 


“¢3) In my opinion the conceal. 
ment of small-pox cases and the 
dumping of dead bodies are 
tirely due to ignorance on the part 
of the Chinese regarding the con- 
ditions fot home treatment. The 
fixures given in Appendix C of the 
Report will bear me out. A street 
preacher was engaged in 1904 and 
his services were terminated in 
1924, The fixrure for 1904 wae 
26.2 per cent. It immediately 
dropped in 1905 to 10.9 per cent. 
and from 1909 to 1923 the figure 
remained compiratively low. 
However, in 1924 there, was an 
appreciable increase which has 
since been maintained. 

“T strongly recommend the re- 
instatement of a street. prenchey, 
whose servites are invaluable, 
He should be equipped with a 
magic lantern and atides, 

“The assistance of Chinese her- 
balists may also be enlisted and 
they may be asked to co-opernte 
hy reporting all cases of small 
pox to the Sanitary Department or 
the Public Dispensaric 4 

Before cone luding Mr. Wong 
anid: “LT would, sir. propose the 
following amendment, that the re- 
solution of the Tith October. 1918 
be allowed to stand, subject to 
further conditians to he Iaid down 


en- [5 


by. the Board, Such conditions 
may take a drastic form and may 
be loft to a commiltce to dovise; 
provision for heavy Penalties in 
ease of dumping. may be included; 
but the right to receive {rentment 
at home should be preserved.” 


Mr. T.N, Chau’s Views,- 

Mr. T..N. Chau said that as one 
of the Chinese members of the 
Board he could not support Mr. 
Wong Kwong-tin’s arguments too 
strongly. If the desired object 
was to obtain effective control of 
laolation in all small-pox cases, 
then the motion would bo futtle. 
In his opinion effective contra] and 
faolation could only bo obtained by 
voluntary notifleation. If, in spite of 
the concension given by tho resolu- 
tion of 1918, as reported, by the 
sub-committee, the number of noti- 
fications had been so low, he was 
certain that after rescinding the 
resolution things would go from 
bad to worse and the number of 
notified cases would fall to nil. 

As to the reasons for failure to 
notify, he could give two possible 
explanations. One was that in 
the case of some people even after 
notification, in spite of the conces- 
stona given in the 1918 resolution, 
there had been compulsory re- 
moval fo hospital, a procedure 
which, naturally, shook the con- 
fidence of the public. 

The President pointed out that 
the M.O.HL. had said that even if 
there were 100 per cent, notifica- 
tions, the re solution would still be 
wrong. 

Continuing, Mr. Chau said that: 
they must bear in mind the people 
with whom they were dealing in 
Ilongkony. A gre. ujority of 
the Chinese were i] and 
ignorant. He knew that some 
people were under the impression 
that the 19TX resolution only re- 
mained in foree for that. particular 
year, Some people hak never 
heard of the existence of such con. 
cessions. 

Mr. Chau went on to say that be, 
together with his senior  col- 
lengues, would undertake to do 
whatever they could to give pubes 
Neily to the convessions contained 
hy the 1918 resolution, and ff that 
was done he felt that conditions 
would be considerably improved, 

Time Not Oppertunce.. 
In any case, he said, the present 
aan inepportane time for the 

I In the report of the 

or of Medical and Sanitary 
ices, it was stated that the 
worst months for small-pox were 
Febraary and Mareh.’ The out- 
break this yeay had been very mild 
and he could see no reason for re- 
seinding the resolution at the pre- 
sent time as it would cause un- 
necessary alarm to many Chinese 
residents of the Colony. 

In conclusion, Mr. Chau said 
that the public should he seriously 
warned of.a Itkely visit by officers 
of the Sanitary Department at any 
moment for the discovery of small- 
pox, and heavier punishment 
should be threatened for non-noti- 
fication. If there was no induce- 
ment for publicntion, then the 
Board would not be justified in 
rescinding the resolution of 1918, 

The resolution proposed by the 
Medical Officer Of Health was 
further supported by Dr, R. A. 
Basto. 
man although his sympathies were 
very much with the objections 
‘raised, he could not but give his 
full support to the propositior. 

The matter was then put to the 
yote, the resolution being carried 
by six votes to two, “Mr, Wonk 
Kwong-tin and Mr, T. N. Chau be- 
ing the only dissentients.

NEW PLANS WANTED. 


‘That the Building Authority Is 
determined, ox far ag he is per- 
mitted by his~powers under the 
existing Ordinnnee, to effect re. 
forma {In bullding construction 
with the view to the protection of 
tenants in case of fire, wus reveal- 
ed jn & summons before Mr. Lind- 
sell at the.Centrat-Magistracy this 
morning, when Leung So-ving, of 
28, Nanking Street, Kowloon, the 
owner of Nos, 21, 23, and 26, Main 
recently demolished by 
a fire, was summoned under the 
Public Health and Building Ordin- 
ance, for failing to comply with 
certain requirements of the Bulld- 
ing Authority -in the reconstrac- 
tion of these houses. 

Mr. F.C. E. Rendall, for the 
defendant, pleaded guflty to on 
technical offence, 

Mr. F.C. Neville, of the Public 
Works Department. — explained 
that the houses in question were 
gutted by oa fire, in’ which two 
people, cut off from the staircase, 
were forced to leap through a 
window, and were injured. 

In the plans of reconstruction, 
attention was principally given ‘to 
the provision of escape in case of 
fire, and while it was not Inslated 
that a certain fixed design should 
he adhered to, the staircase should 
be so constructed aa to give na ren 
ronnble chance of escape 
tenants, On that seore, when Mr. 
Gibson's plans were submitted on 
behalf of the defendant, they were 
disapproved and returned with an 
indication of where they had fafled 
to provide thls reasonable degree 
of safety. 

While agreeing with the facts as 
atated by Mr. Neville, Mr, Rendall 
pleaded, in extenuation, that after 
the fire many people were rendered 
homeless, “The, shop-keepers, who 
oveupied the grolind floors, urgently 
desired reconstruction to be enm- 
pleted before the Chinese New Year, 
so that they could move back and 
resume business which always be- 
came pressing at that time. His 
client had taken note.ot the require 
menty of the Building Authority 
and of the fact that firc-proof stair- 
enses were cxsentinl, He (Mr. Ren. 
dall) had taken up the matter with 
his client and with the Build- 
ing Authority, 

Replying to the Magistrate, Mr. 
Neville xaid that their attention hnd 
also been drawn to defective walls 
in which cracks had developed. He 
complained of not having had new 
and approved plans submitted to the 
Building Authority. He asked. 
chiefly for an order for the new 
plans to be submitted and the re- 
quirements of the Building Author. 
ity as to the stairenses and the 
walls to be met. 


His Worship pointed out that 


he had no power to order the defen- 


dant to submit the new plan, but 
agreed he had power to order the 
demotition of the whole building, if

RIVER STEAMER CAPTAIN 
FINED $50. 


DUTIABLE LIQUOR. 


Captain J. Bousfield, master of 
the s,8, On Lee, was summoned at 
the instance of the Superintendent 
of Imports and Exports, before! 
Mr. Lindsel! at the Central Magis- 
tracy this morning for failing to 
supply to the Superintendent of 
Imports and Exports, a true and 
coniplete statement of all dutiable 
Nquors imperted on the vessel, 
Captain Bousfeld pleaded “guilty.” 

A representative of the Imports 
and Exports Department sald the 
ship arrived at one o'clock on the 
morning of Janyary 25, and R. 0. 
Dunlop bearded and discovered 25 
gallona of Chinese spirits. Theae 
apirits did not appear in the atate- 
ment of dutisble liquora which 
was sent on Monday morning, late 
at that, at about 11 o'clock, 

Mr. Lindsel} :—Was it concealed 
in any way, or just in ordinary 
jura? 

The reply was that the lot dis- 
covered by the Revenue Officer 
was what waa known ag “pidgin 
cargo,” that was to say stuff that 
was taken on board by the crew 
or somebody who had no right to 
take it there. Captain Bousfield 
did not' know of it until Informed 
of the exclusion of the spirits from 
the form sent in. That did not, 
however, free him from — the 
responsibitity, and negligence in 
a duty devolving on him as muster 
of the vessel was alleged. 

Captain Bouafielt! called a 
Chinese whem he described aa 
purser of the ship. He said 
that ft was this man’n duty to 
Hil in the forms, which he him- 
self later signed and dispatched 
as uo omatter of routine te the 
Imports und Exports Office, He 
left it to the purser to explain to 
the Court how, in filllng up the par- 
ticulars, the Jater should have 
omitted the twenty-five gallons of 
Chinese spirits. : 

The purser, in his turn, told the 
Court that the liquor belonged to 
the crew, 

The {. and FE. representative:— 
This sort of thing is very common. 
When the stuff is found, nobody 
claims it. We have got to fix the 
responsibility on somebody, and |! 
submit it is the duty of the master 
to see to It. 

It was stated that the Revenue 
Officers intervened aa the Nquor was 
being transferred to the Tin Yat, 
another river vessel lying at.an 
adjacent berth. . 

The Magistrate. fined Captain 
Bousfield $50, and made an order
